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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
While it is known in the art to provide to provide anaerobic, anoxic and aerobic steps 
with recycle from the aerobic step back to the anoxic step, wherein the anaerobic step 
utilizes bacteria fixed to a mobile support and the aerobic step utilizes fixed biomass 
comprising nitrifiers (see, for example, US Pat No 5,643,453 to Pannier et al.) and it is 
known in the art to utilize fixed media for an anoxic step (see, for example, US Pat No 
6,183,643 to Goodley), in the examiner's opinion, the prior fails to teach or fairly suggest 
the method further comprising sulfate-reducing bacteria in the first stage and sulfur- 
oxidizing bacteria in the second stage.
